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FOREWORD 


This  bibliography  is  the  result  of  an  extensive  search  for 
literature  dealing  with  harvesting  of  timber  products  in  eastern 
United  States.  In  searching  the  literature,  a number  of  bibli- 
ographies were  found  containing  sections  devoted  to  harvesting, 
but  the  listings  in  these  sections  were  often  quite  general  and 
therefore  of  limited  use  to  persons  interested  in  this  particular 
subject.  The  present  bibliography  should  be  of  value  to  anyone 
interested  in  harvesting  equipment  and  techniques,  and  in  what  re- 
search has  been  done  in  the  harvesting  field,  especially  in  the 
eastern  United  States. 

Since  this  is  the  first  known  bibliography  of  its  kind,  some 
important  harvesting  publications  may  have  been  omitted.  We 
would  appreciate  learning  of  any  such  omissions  or  any  other 
errors . 
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
